A steel industry publicatloft 


says the strike, in its seeohd 
month, is having serious 660* 
nomlc effects on steelmakers. 


The time truckers wait fof

come the key issue in the strike, 
The new proposals would give 
the truckers $13.70 an hour after 
a four-hour wait. The pfoposal, 
arrived at in weekend sessions 
by a seven-state mediation pan* 
el, will be submitted to the Na- 
tional Steel Carriers Associa- 
tion, a breakaway group of inde* 
pendent 
trucking firms, 
the 


Teamsters Union and the strik» 
ers. 


The two trucking groups re- 


jected the original agreement 
giving the truckers $10 an hour 
after two hours. Truckers in 
most areas approved the plan. 


Steel Magazine reported that 


the strike has forced curtail- 
ments at steel finishing mills 
and 
fabricating 
plants 
and 


caused 
layoffs or short-term 


employment for 15,000 to 20,000 
workers. 


The weekly journal said a 


Pittsburgh area mill estimated 
it lost orders for 20,000 tons be- 
cause it couldn't make deliver- 
ies. Another major producer set 
its loss at 40,000 to 60,000 tons. 
Mill deliveries for the industry 
during September were off 16 
per cent from August.

took speech a no |). ess freedom 
out of the hands of lawmakers 
and lodged it in the Constitution. 


The press, like every institu- 


tion run by human beings, has its 
faults, but Professor Barton is 
confused about how those faults 
are to be corrected. Newspapers 
are responsible to their sub- 
scribers — not to the Givern- 
ment. 


Although he is a professor of 


law it is obvious Mr. Barren's 
thinking is influenced by

radio and television. But radio

Pay Increase 
for 137,000 
Rail Workers 


WASHINGTON (AP) » Wage 


hikes dictated under a mandate 
from Congress go into effect to* 
day for 131,000 railroad work* 
ers. the boosts range up to 28 
cents per hour. 


The pay raises ordered by a 


White House board in the first 
case of its sort, go to members 
of six rail shopcraft unions 
working for virtually all the na» 
tlon's railroads. 


Chief 
industry 
spokesman 


John P. Hlltz Jr. said the rail- 
roads decided against going into 
federal court to try to upset the 
wage Increases, which Hiltz pre« 
viously called "clearly Inflation- 
ary."

crease,"

spokesman Thomas Ramsey. "I 
know they will be happy to get 
the money." 


Congress created the presi- 


dential board In a special law to 
hall a two-day nationwide rail 
strike last July and gave the 
board power to Impose the wage 
terms If there was no voluntary 
agreement. 
The law also for- 


bade any further strike until 
Jan. 1,1969. 


While the railroads dropped 


any consideration 
for a court 


appeal, they refused to write the 
compulsory wage terms Into a 
voluntary contract agreement. 


"The railroads will fully com- 


ply with the provisions of the 
law and the award," Hiltz said 
In Chicago. 


The 
five-man White 
House 


board, headed by Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore,, ordered a G per 
cent wage hike retroactive to 
Jan. 1 and a second raise of 5 
per cent effective next July 1, 
plus a total of 20 cents per hour 
for 100,000 skilled workers. 


The first 10 cents of the skill 


increases go Into effect Immedi- 
ately, with 5 cents retroactive to 
April 1 and 5 cents retroactive 
to Oct. 1. An additional 5 cents 
will go Into effect next April 1, 
and the finals cents next Oct. 1. 


The workers had previously 


averaged $2.90 per hour, and 
skilled workers $3.05. The top 
paid men will get 28.3 cents per 
hour more Immediately under 
the formula,bringing their pay 
to $3.33. They will be earning a 
fraction under $3.60 when the 
rest of the pay raises go into ef- 
fect next year. 


Other workers will get var- 


ying lesser hourly Increases de- 
pending on present pay,
